Hoavons, 



Tfiere is a star caTlcil Oroombridgo 
l'S30, vhiL'li is known to Ijo living 
lliroilgh sijaec at .such ii rale of H)ioecl 
that tlio uttriu-tioii of all the Ii0ilii\s of 
tilc univcr.sf ciui iii viT sto|i it. Ncu 
toil's iir.si law of iiioiiou is that "a 
lioily once set in motion and acted on 
by no force will move forward in a 
.siraiglit Hue and with a uniforiii vcl 
ocity forever." Urooinhridi^'e 1830 is 
a Ijody which has conn.' in at oiio part 
of the bonlcr.s of ihc universe, and hav- 
iiii; fouiul liie allraclioii of all the vast 
masses of suns, among whicii our own 
is but as a mote in the light, to he 
jiracticaliy "no forci'," .speeds on its 
way with a velocity which, in Profes- 
or Simon Ncwcoiiib's wonl.s, will with 
in two 01' llirre million years, carry it 
beyond "the extreme liiuit; to wiiich 
llie -telescope has ever |/ent trated. " 
IJy this it is meant not merely that it 
v.ill pass bevond the stars, for tiie 
stars, many us they lire, and at ab- 
solutely incalculable distances as l>y 
far the ei-enter nuiidier of tlieni are, 
but a handful. All of tiieni are with- 
in or close to the galaxy of which the 
solar system forms a part. The streak 
of ligLt in till! heavens which we call 
the Milky ^Vuy appears as it lioes only 
because the gal.-itic region is a circular 
disk, the diameter of which is eight or 
ten times its thickness. The sun with 
t'le earth i.s n"ar the cc-i.trc of tl. i 
disk so that when we look towards 
the. circumference of it we see tl»e s tars 
crowded together, while, when we look 
towards the Hat side of it they are 
comparatively few and scattered. The 
Milkv ^\'ay is what, we see wiien our 
eyes turn towards the circumference. 
Jf the earth were a transparent bail a 
man at its centre wouUl see the gala.\y, 
with the IMilky Way as a belt running 
completely arouiul it. The star{.irooin- 
b)-idge ISliO is not mily on its way 
past all these visible stars, but it will 
go beyond them and jriss aiiiong and 
through the region of tiebuhe by 
which the ilisk is surrounded, for the 
nebuke in all probability are but coll- 
ections of glowing gas — the substance 
of which, according to a generally re 
i.-eived theory, suns and worlds ari' 
made. 

No other star is kinjwi to astronom- 
er:; which has a proper motion so great 
ns that which is bearing Groombridge 
1830 on its way through infinite space 
and which is not less than two hundred 
miles per sec<ind, nor does science give 
any account uf wh at prolucel it. .\h 
has already l)i;cn said, an apiiHcation 
.jf Newton's lirst law at motion shows 
that upon it the attraction of tho 
whole universe of stars is absolutely 
'no force" to it. The star acts as if 
it had once iieen set in motion to go 
on at a unifoi'in rale of velocity foi 
ever, either alone in space or from somi! 
(jtlier distant ''universe" of which no- 
thing is and nothing ever can be 
known, towards some other universe 
compared with which our own is not 
even as a cloud of dust. In such a 
matter as this an original hiipttns iH 
out of the question. In the starry 
heavens masses fall— they are not 
driven; as the niuon cdnslantly falls 
towards thf: I'artli, so ilie planets cun- 
.stantlv fa'l towards the sun. In oili- 
er words, gravitation acts throughout 
the univer."ie — wherever there is mat- 
ter it is subject to this law, and there 
fore it is evident that this great star, 
wherever it came from and wherever 
it is going to, is doinL' its work in 
obedience to the law of attraction. A 
iccent speculation may give an indic- 
ation of what the giant star is on it." 
way to accomplish, and this work is 
nothing more or lo.sa than tlie redistrib 
Ution of tlio matter of some other ntu- 
verso than ours, wlii(di redistribution 
may have a si/rious idlect U])on tlift 
univci'sc of whicii wo an' a pari and 
j)arcel. The efl'cct will bo remote en- 
ough in time, and yet it is not by any 
means impossible that it may be felt 
long befere Lhe limit of years has 
elaiiaid which I'mfessor Newconib has 
assigned to the star for disappear- 
ance from telescopic vision. Action 
and reaction are equal and in op[iosile 
directions. If Groombriilge 1830 bo 
■moving towards some other great mass, 
the other is moving toward it, possibly 
with equal and jjossibly with greater 
velocity, and if the w hole mass of the 
heaven of stars in otir galaxy cannot 
arrest the path of the one ii can hard- 
ly have any eli'ect upon the other. 
Jn other words, our little universe 
need not be considered at all as a fac- 
tor in the problem. 

The spcculatien which baa just been 
spoken of ia founded en the Nebula' 
theory, which is grounded sololy*on phy- 
uica. A result of the theory is well 
Known to bo that auua will clash with 



suns, the heat resulting from the impact 
being sulliuiunt to diaperau tho laattur ot 
which they consiat through a space near- 
ly, but not quite, equal tci that which it 
occupied •>Viicn the suns began to birni. 
Tho process of condt'osaLiun will then bo- 
gin anew, and gradually ferni a bndy 
ccpial in iiiasa to the sum of the suns 
winch took i-art in the collision, 'J'he 
volume, of course, will bo greater than 
any of tho individual suna. Collision af- 
ter collision and subsequent c<indensation 
after condensation will take pl.aco until, 
at a remote di.stance, two cminnous 
bodies alone will remain, whicii will then 
begin to gravitate tuwanl each other with 
constaiitlj' increasing velocity until ihuy 
meet and auQicient heat reaultii to make 
of the whole uuiverae n nobuhe such as it I 
is supposed to have been at tirst. .Vnd so, 
for one long swing of the pendidimi of 
eternity, (u-litm rst li<nii'uu\ The star 
(iroombriilge, ISliO, a runaway, a sirang- 
or to this poor uiii\erse of ours, is sop- 
posed to be in relation lo some other 
star, one of two such great iiiasse.-i built 
up of tho wrecks of tho systems which 
once were a "universe" on its w;iy to 
iiicet another of like proportions. And 
Ihiiii the clash ! If the tremendous cata- 
clysm take place ne.-ir (Uir systoin of st:u-s 
it will certainly be im-olvcd in the ruin, 
and if remote, then such a nebula- will 
lilazo up in the heavens that we shall Imt 
have any need ef snn or ntuuii or stars 
forever.— A'.

manufacturing iii'-U'-striea should not bo 
l(iat 3i"ht of. 'I'liere can be no question 
that tliia is an opportune poriod for mak- 
ing a conurieifccnierit In various branches 
—on a small scale perhaps at first, which 
will i<ro\v with "uv growth till they inuy 
become "igiintic in extent antl b(iniui7.a.s 
cf wealth u> their onterprisiiiL; prujoctur.s. 
But to lay such foundatiouB fur future 
prosperity a beginTiiujj must be made and 
it should be made now, in order that the 
lirat years of struggling may bo oyer be- 
fore tlie completion of the Cunndian Pa- 
cific railroad anil the coniequont leveling 
down of prices to almost eastern rates, 
which thai event will bring about. Fore- 
most amonfj the needed inaiuifactures is 
a wojUeu mill. For two or three yi.ai-3, 
oflbrta more or loss strenuous have been 
put forth to encourage the erection and 
workin" of such an establishment. Hut 
hitherto little or nothing' has come of 
these. The city bonnauf.^rjOOOIias not been 
claimed; neither bus a like sum olleii'il 
by the provincial logi-ilature . It is ^(jme- 
what singular that with a clear ^ift of 
S^IO 000, added to the facta that the large 
((uantity of wool yrown in the province 
is exported at a low price and returned 
a^ain in the shape of woollen goods, at 
enormously hif^li rates, a woollen and 
cloth mill should not have been biult aiul 
in full bla.st long before this. The bonus 
should bo again revoted by the legislature 
and city council ; and with tho influx of 
people that the approaching spring and 
summer will bring to tlie Pacific province 
there are sure to be men of the leqin'site 
skill and capital to embark in sucli an en- 
terprise. Ti»e margin between the price 
of raff material and manufactured articles 
which are so largely consumed is so great 
tliat the ultimate anccuaa of audi a project 
is placed beyond peradvontin'e. Tliis ia 
but one industry that is sure to pay hiri,'o- 
ly, if not in tho inmiediate future then 
in a very aliorl period. The large cnii- 
sumption of paper in this pro\ inoo of 
every imaginable description, fully war- 
rants the erection of a paper mill on a 
small scale. At present a vast qn.'iutity 
of tho raw material uuvA in this industry 
is wasted becaiiso it cannot be utili/.eil 
hero and will not pay for collection and 
export. In manufacturing tlio coarser 
kinds of wrapping paper woody fibre i ■ 
extenaivoly used iu the east andnobeiu i 
material for tho purpose than tho coiiun- 
wood of British Columbia can possibly be 
found; while the accessibility and inex- 
haustible supply are such that tho world 
might be furnished wilh paper produced 
from it for centuries. Nail and apike 
manufactory is another industry that 
would pay from the outset; but it is pro- 
bable that tho new Albion foundry syndi- 
cate will enter this tield at no distant 
date. But of all the manufacturing,' en- 
terprises t))at migllt bo inaugurated on 
this coast, iron smelting works are per- 
haps tho most pri ::i:s;ng. Most of the 
elements requisite for sindi an undertak- 
ity are in close pro.xiniity to each othiT to 
an illimitable .-xtent. Iron ore of the 
best quality, cn.-il and limestone are al- 
most in j uxtapoaitiuii. The demand for 
pig iron, steel rails anil an infinite variety 
of such merchandize is already great, and 
will increase almost in arithmetical pro- 
grosaion as radway work goes on and our 
great nortlieast is opened up. Many 
other openings miglii bo mentioned: but 
those enumerated sbmild be suflioient to 
draw the attention of eastern capitalists 
to tho numerous opportunities for piolii 
able investment on this coast. 

Two Important Things. 

To TUB Editor; 1 wish to cull your at- 
tention to a great mistake that is made in 
believing that wo have inexliaustible for 
esta of timber in tliia province. It may 
bo true that we have a large amount of 
timber, but the moat of it is not eonieat- 
uble. 'The timber .ihould have been 
economized from the first and tho crown 
lands should not have been alloived to be 
pirated of timber as they have been for 
years. Every mill-owner should have uii 
equitablt! portion of limlier lauds, accord- 
ing to tho quantity uf lumber he maun- 
factures yearly. But, as it is now, some 
liavo immense tracts of timber for which 
they pay little or nothing, and somo of 
them manufacture but very little liinibur, 
while here in N'lctoria wo have a sawmill 
on which we have to depend for ourbuild- 
ing lumber and the owner has little lir 
no limber of hia own and cannot get it. 
He has to depend on what he can catch 
from loggers and other sources. Tho 
timber leases granted to the difl'erent 
mill-owners should be looked into and if 
they have not carried out their agreeniLUit 
wilh tho government tlioir timber land 
should bo lopipod idl in proportion as tliey 
have not carried out their agroemonl, ami 
they should ba made pay a fair figure for 
all tiiiibor pirated from crown lands on 
their behalf. No timber of value shoulil 
be allowed to be takon from pro-einnted 
land until the land is paid for. All tun 
ber lands held by lease .should bu made 
pay its quota t o wards tho provincial rev- 
enue, yineo we have a new government 
and, it is to be hoped, a better one, there 
is another question 1 would liko to venti- 
late a liitle. And that is for tho govern- 
ment to establish some means for furnish- 
ing reliable and pnanpt information to all 
■who come to tho province seeking homes, 
whether they be farmers, miners, mechan- 
ics, laborers or capitalists, or any ono who 
wishes to cast their lot with us. .Some 
energetic man who has a knowledge of 
the country and ia an adept in gaining 
more, should be appointed iimnigiation 
acfent. Ho should imt sit down in an of- 
fice in Victoria, but it should be hia duty 
to conduct the immigrant or new-comer 
and place him on the land or whatever 
else that units him. It should also be hia 
duty to gather all I hr ioformatioii po.iaible 
about the general lusourceii of the pro- 
vince, so as to bii able to give reliable in- 
fonnatiou. If. "« it is said, every immi- 
grant (not Chinese, of course) is worth 
one thousand dollars to the country, sure- 
ly the government should dusomothiiii; in 
this matter- 
Vox Pol'll.l.

Many a pr •iiii:-,ing clew 
has been followed up, ljut without avail. 
Tho postal matter recoi\eil by the family 
has been enormous. Fort iine tuliors, 
clairvoyaiita, volunteer detectives and 
frauds of variou.s kinds swooped down on 
on the alllicti-d family wilh attenipt.s lo 
s|ieeulate on th-.-ir giief. The family, 
liowever, although willing to meet any 
reasonable iixpeusu, and to undergo any 
labor likely to result in finding him, wore 
too sensible (o be iinpo.snl ii[iiin, and 
turned some of tlie sHiiidlors <i\oi- t'l the 
police.

IM THE^FROZEN'REGION. 

A Midwinter Trip from Hope 
to Westminster 

Ovor t^-io Trunk Road. 

The last trip of the irrepressible B. C. 
expressman, Bristol, and one passenger, 
Mr. J. W. White, C. E., will bo lung-ro- 
inombured by the last montionod gentle- 
man, at least. Thoy started from Hope 
very early on Sunday morning with a 
sleigh for Cliilliwhaok. As Jack Frost 
had congealed tho atroaiiis and hardoiiod 
boggy places, the entire abaenoe of evory- 
Ihing in the shape of biidgos and cordu- 
roy v,-as not a factor in tho diflioidty of 
getting along. Fallen timber in somo 
places, however, had to be cut out and on 
other occasions the horses had to be un- 
hitchod and taken through llio bash 
singly and tho sleigh and contents pack- 
ed over the huge trunks that tho storms 
of years have leveled with mother earth. 
.Vftor capsizes too numerous to menliou 
and by dint of persevering labor JMossra. 
Bristol and White worked their wny down 
to Popcuni and from thence to Chilli- 
whack, wlioro they airivotl shortly after 
midnight. 'I'liore two ur three hours rest 
was obtained and then otl' again, tliistimo 
on vvhoola with anothof team, as tliu one 
that brought thorn ao far was too fatimiod 
to travel further. Here thoy abandoned 
the so-called road that cost tho 
country hundrads of thousands of dollars 
under a former Walkein- Beavon govorn- 
meiit and took to the tielda and open 
prairie. Whenever a lield lay contiguuiis 
to this wrotehed apology for a trunk road 
down caino the fence and away went the 
team; it being intiiiitoty butter and safer 
to cross gulches and frozen sloughs than 
to encounter fallen timber and w ith the 
certainty of iiuuierous upsottings. When 
Suniaa [irairio was reached the travoUcrs 
struck a bee-line for York's, aonio 13 or 
14 miles distant. Sloughs wore frozen 
across and Somas lake was hard frozen, 
except in a few placea, for which a sharp 
lookout was kept. Tiiis stretch was made 
in comparative comfort and in reasonable 
time. Had they been obliged to keep to 
tho road, that ia whore it can bo fouudat 
all on the Sumas mountain, their diflicul- 
ties would havo been ton-fuld greater 
than thoy were abiivo Foi)onni. .\ rest 
and snnietliing to cat at Vork's and then 
another tussle with fallen tiuibur down 
through Afataqui to Laii.;Iey piairie, which 
was reached in tho aiuall lioui'a of Tues- 
day. Anotlior forty winks for llie worn- 
out travellers and away at 3 a.m. for 
Brownsville, which they succeoded in 
reaching sliortly after daylight. Then to 
cross tho Fraser to New Wostiiiiiister or 
not to .attempt it was tho (|ueslioii; and 
notwithstanding tho sad fati- of (iill.an- 
dor and Lewis twelve months ago, under 
similar circiinatancos, they tk^tonniiied 
to venture. Waiting till tho tide was 
about to turn when the ice was stationary 
or nearly so, they pushed ofi'and ovontn- 
ally got safely ovor to tho Royal City. 
Tho trip across to (iranvilio, tlioiigli bad 
enough and not a little anatlioiiiatized Ijy 
those who have to make it, is absolute 
comfort whon compared with tho trunk 
road made by a government " that sowed 
money broadcast," and then allowed tho 
road to go to ruin. Not a bridge has 
been built, not a log put in, not a troo 
cut out; nor waa tho underbrush cloarod 
away by tho late gnvernmcnt in antici- 
pation of what has now occurred, namely 
the closing of tho river fiir steamboat or 
canoe travel. 

EAST WELLUsTOTON 00LUBI17. 
A Five-Foot Seam of Superior Coal. 

(Fr,.,. Pivs. ) 

The shaft and drift at the Kaat Wel- 
lington cidliory iia.s opened up a aeaiii uf 
superior coal. The seam ia tivo feet 
thick of sidid hard coal, and ia pmiiou ne- 
ed by experts to be tho main Wellington 
seam of coal. 

Tho coal has a good roof and is free 
from partings or defects. This is iiulood 
good news for Mr. K. 1) . CMiandler and 
his asaociatcs, and for the district and 
province as well. 

The si am is impruviiig in thickness as 
tho drift is extended. < )nly the upper 
bench of the coal is being taken out tho 
lower bench not being touched. Last 
evening the ii)>per beiicli at the faoo was

coal is of superior quality. The coal 
burns clear and bright and gives a strong 
heat. In appearance and weight it re- 
sembles tho W(dlington c(jal and no doubt 
is felt abiiiit the soaiii being tho continu- 
ation of tho main Wellington aeaiii. ]

frci|uoiitly seen upon the mountain side. 
A short time since a mule that was load- 
ed with a bale of hay lost its bolaiice and 
was seen tumbling down the ragged edge 
of the slope. Tho luiy tiew off and waa, 
also, coming down with some force and 
bounding as it struck upon rock after 
rock; the mule's trappings got loo.ao and 
wore, also, making good time down the 
'side of the mountain. Tho poor mule 
tui Hud o\ei aiul o\er, and striking a 
rou<di [irojoctiiig ruck seeined to bo 

C itched into mid air, and soon struck 
ottoin just whore the men wore working. 
Not a kick waa made, in fact tho animal 
waa cut in two parts --foro and liiiidipiar- 
tera, and blood and pieces woro scattered 
freoly around. The fall ia said to have 
IjeenOG feet. Some of tho men had a 
narrow escaiie from being struck by tho 
mule and hay.

I be amputated. 

I Some half dozen deaths among Obina-

said to be a sort of scurvy or black leg. 
' In case of sickness (like the white work 
i men,) no Chinamen patients nro admitted 
to the "Ondordonk Accident Hospital," 
and the care cannot be of tho boat. We

curred aiming thoCliineso workmen below 
; lloi^e. The winter aeaaon, espocially, is

' they depend upon in illiioss is not what 
it ahniild be for this climate. 

Months havo passed and tho slide at 
tho Hig Tunnel is not yet elearod oil' the 
tno;k, iiiitwilhatandiny a large force nf 
wurkmen are steadily employed. It ia 
' thought now that it will bo well into 
March before the track is ready fur use. 
The expense of removal is heavy.

Susan, a Soiigish Indian woman stated 
that the prisoner was her husband and 
they had been drinking together in their 
house on tho Songish reserve about 10 
daya ago, and whon she bocame sober she 
found that she had boon wounded in the 
abiionien ; but though she remembered 
no one else luosoiit, she could not say if 
the wound v.aa mthcted by tho prisoner, 
as she was drunk. 

Sergt. Bloomfield stated that he and 
ollicer McLeod visited the woman early 
on tho morning of the 27th ult. and 
found ofbcer Lewis there. Tho com- 
plainant was lying down and her hus- 
band, tho prisoner, was sitting close by. 
There was a scar on her foruhead. Slie 
said her man Inul lilt her and ultimately 
admitted that she had boon woundod in 
ths abdomen by the prisoner who was 
tliereiipon arreatetl and did not deny ho 
had done so, but said he was druilk. No 
knife was found, but tho woman was ul- 
timatuly attended by Dr. Milno. 

Joniiy, an Indiiiii wiun.in, teatitied to 
being at tliu prisoner's hotise when he 
was boating her for being drunk, being 
in tho same state himself at tho time; ahe 
ran out of tho house. She afterwards ad- 
milted to witness that she had been 
wounded. 

The prisoner was remanded till Friday 
aa there was further evidence for tho 
prosecution.

The (>cveriior-( leiieial of Canada h.is 
been informed by deapatoh frmii the 
Secretary of State that tho (Juoen will 
not be advised to uso lior power of di.i.il- 
lowanco in respect of the .\ct legalizing 
marriage with o decea.sed wife's a:;dei' 
recently passed in that colony. 'liiis 
Act is consoiiuoiitly now in force. .Mr. 
D. .1. .-Vthawes, the atipondary iiiagisttaio 
at Sheorness, has given' his decision in a 
case in which tho Oddfollowa' Friendly 
Society in that town had refused to pay 
tho funeral allowance, l'"20, on the deatli 
of one of thoir iiienibers, John Ci.>rnor, 
to tho doceased'.s sons on the ground 
that they were illegitimato children. 
Corner having warned his deceased wife's 
sister, whose issue thoy were. The case 
has excited much interest among the 
members of tho Working Men's Friomlly 
Societies throughout the kingdom. Ooe 
of the deceased's sons, David Corner, a 
3hi[iwriglit in Sheenio.ss Dockyard, 
brought the present action as a teat case, 
and, on his behalf, it was urged that tho 
rules of the society did not state specific- 
ally that tho wife and children should bo 
tho lawful wife and orphans, and further, 
that tho deceased Corner had belonged 
to tho society since 1844, in which year 
ho married hia deceased wife's si.stor, and 
continued to [lay aubacnptions to tlio so- 
ciety up to tho time of his death in Juno 
last. This was well known to the socie- 
ty, and the society actually jjaid a funeral 
allowance to tho deceased upon the death 
of his second wife, tho mother if tho 
plaintift', although thoy now refused to 
recognize the childreu as the children of 
tho doce.iacd. His worship then deliver 
ed a lengthy judgment. He shouhl not 
attuinpt to deal with the ca.ao as all'ecting 
tho deceased wife's sister question, but 
ho thought that it was competent for tho 
society, as an insurance society, to re- 
cognize the wife and children of tho do- 
ceased wife's sister as if they were the 
lawful wife and childron, if there waa ev- 
idence that they intended to do so. He 
was of opinion that in thia case there \\'as 
abundant evidence that the society ao in- 
tended and ho ludd that they were, there- 
fore, barred by their own luovioua delib- 
orate conduct from objecting to this 
claim. Thoir conduct in receiving tho 
deceaaod's contributions for 38 years was 
one continued protest that they wmild 
never raise audi an idijeetion. He de- 
cided this case on facts peculiar to itself, 
and the decision must not bu taken to 
settle any general question afl'ecting ir- 
regular marriages. Ho therefore gave a 
verdict for the plaintiff with full costs.
